Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on December 18, 2008 lias been entered and acknowledged by 
the Examiner. 

The addition of claims 9-10 has been entered. 
Claims 1-10 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding Claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in Claim 1 , and specifically 
comprising the limitation of "wherein a cross section of said single opening portion 
defined on a first reference plane coincident with said first surface has a non-circular 
shape including the remaining limitations. 

Regarding Claims 2-10, they are allowable for the reasons given in Claim 1 
because of their dependency status on claim 1

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed December 18, 2008, with respect to Claims 1-8 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Applicant argues that the prior art reference 
of Derra does not teach the shape of the hole in the anode plate. This is correct as 
Derra teaches the shape of the pattern of holes but not the shape of the hole itself. The 
rejection of independent claim 1 has been withdrawn. The remaining claims 2-8 are 
dependent upon Claim 1 and are now in condition for allowance.
